ADULT-ORIENTED ENTERTAINMENT

§13-101. P u rp ose  and In ten t.

It is the  purpose of th is P a rt to address the negative im pacts associated w ith  ad u lt or 
sexually oriented businesses, as identified in the legislative findings m ade in  connection 
w ith  the  adoption of th is  P a rt to reduce or prevent neighborhood blight; to p ro tect and 
preserve the  quality of th e  Borough's neighborhoods and commercial districts; to protect 
the  Borough's re ta il trade; to m ain tain  property values; to protect and preserve th e  quality  
of Borough life; to reduce the  incidence of unlawful activity, and to promote th e  health , 
safety, moral and general welfare of the citizens of th e  Borough. The provisions of th is  P a rt 
have neither the  purpose nor effect of imposing a  lim itation or restriction on th e  content 
of any communicative m aterials, including adult oriented m aterials. Sim ilarly, it  is no t the  
in ten t nor effect of th is P a rt to restric t or deny access by adults to adu lt oriented m ateria ls  
protected by the  F irst Amendment, or to deny access by the  d istributors and exhibitors of 
adult-oriented en tertainm ent to th e ir intended m arket. N either is it the  in ten t nor effect 
of th is P a rt to  condone or legitimize the  d istribution of obscene m aterial.

§13-102. D efin itio n s.

1. For the  purpose of th is  P art, unless the context clearly require different m eaning, 
the  words, term s and phrases set forth shall have the  m eanings given them  in  th is  
Section:

ADULT ARCADE - any place to which the  public is perm itted  or invited  w herein  
coin-operated or club-operated or electronically, electrically, or m echanically 
controlled still or motion picture, or video m achines, projectors; or o ther 
image-producing devices are m aintained to show im ages to five or fewer persons per 
m achine a t any one tim e, and where the im ages so displayed are d istingu ished  or 
characterized by the  depicting or describing of "Specified Sexual A ctivities" or 
"Specified Anatomical Areas."

ADULT BOOK STORE - an  establishm ent having as a  substan tia l, significant, or 
preponderant portion of its stock in  m atte r which are d istinguished or characterized  
by th e ir em phasis on content depicting, describing or re la ting  to "Specified Sexual 
Activities" or "Specified Anatomical Areas," as defined herein.

ADULT B U SIN E SS - any adult or sexually oriented business, including any 
business establishm ent th a t regularly featu res live perform ances w hich are 
distinguished or characterized by an  em phasis on the  exposure of th e  gen ita ls  or 
buttocks of any person, or the  breasts of any fem ale person, or specified sexual

activities th a t involve the exposure of the  genitals or buttocks of any person, or the  
breasts of any fem ale person, or any business whose p rim ary  purpose is the sale or 
display of m a tte r  th a t, because of or sexually explicit n a tu re , may, pu rsuan t to s ta te  
law or other regulatory  authority , be offered only to persons over the  age of 18 years. 
"Adult Business" m ay include an  adu lt arcade, adu lt bookstore, adult cabaret, adult 
hotel/motel, ad u lt motion picture theater, adu lt visual m ateria ls  or video store, adu lt 
modeling studio, or adult en terta inm ent enterprise, as defined herein.

ADULT B U SIN E SS OPERATOR - a person who supervises, m anages, inspects, 
directs, organizes, controls or in  any other way is responsible for or in  charge of the  
prem ises of an  adu lt business or the  conduct or activities occurring on the  prem ises 
thereof.

ADULT B U SIN E SS OWNER - a  person or persons who hold a financial or o ther 
business in te rest, in  whole or in  part, e ither singly or jointly, in  an  adu lt business. 
For purposes of th is  P art, indicia of ow nership m ay be estab lished  by evidence 
including, b u t not lim ited to, business license inform ation, fictitious business nam e 
registration, u tility  billing inform ation, or by other com petent evidence. For purposes 
of th is P art, th e  person whose nam e appears on the  business license application as 
the  business ow ner shall be deemed to be the  adult business owner.

ADULT CABARET - a building or portion thereof or a rea  regularly  featuring  the  
presentation or exhibition of live perform ers whose perform ances are distinguished 
or characterized by an em phasis on m a tte r depicting, describing or re la ting  to 
"specified sexual activities" or "specified anatom ical areas" as here inafter defined; 
or whose perform ances are rendered  in  a  s ta te  of dress so as to expose the  fem ale 
b reast below a  point im m ediately above the  top of th e  areola; m ale or female 
genitals; public areas; buttocks; or the  fem ale b reast w ith  only the nipple and areola 
covered or any combination thereof, for observation by patrons or customers.

ADULT ENTERTAINM ENT EN TER PR ISE - any business activity w herein (1) 
is furnished for a  fee or charge or other like consideration th e  opportunity to pain t, 
feel, handle, touch, be in  th e  presence of, be en te rta in ed  by, be painted  by, felt by, 
or touched by, th e  unclothed body or the  unclothed of th e  body of ano ther person, or 
to observe, view, or photograph such activity, or (2) a  fee or charge or like consider­
ation is paid or received for goods sold or services rendered  by or in  the  presence of 
one or more persons w ith  an  unclothed body or an unclothed portion of the body. 
"Adult en terta in m en t enterprise" shall include, bu t not be lim ited to, the  following 
business activities and activities sim ilar thereto  adu lt or nude encounter studios, 
adult or nude dance studios, nude exhibitions, peep shows, w restling centers, adu lt 
or nude a r t  or photograph studios. "Unclothed portion of th e  body" shall m ean s ta te  
of dress so as to expose the  fem ale b reast below a point im m ediately above the  top 
of the areola, m ale or female genitals, public areas, buttocks, or female b reast w ith  
only the nipple and  areola covered.

ADULT ENTERTAINM ENT ROOM - any room of an  adu lt en terta inm ent 
establishm ent w hich constitu tes an  adu lt cabaret, adu lt m otion picture th ea te r,
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adult en tertainm ent enterprise, or adult theater, or adu lt v isual m ateria ls  stored 
p u rsu an t to th is Section.

AD U LT H O TEL/M O TEL - a hotel or motel or sim ilar business establishm ent 
offering public accommodations for any form of consideration w hich provides patrons 
w ith  closed-circuit television transm issions, films, com puter generated  images, 
m otion pictures, video cassettes, slides, or o ther photographic reproductions 30% or 
m ore of the num ber of which are distinguished or characterized by an  em phasis upon 
the  depiction or description of specified sexual activities or specified anatom ical 
areas; and ren ts, leases, or lets any room for less th a n  a  6 ho u r period, or ren ts, 
leases, or lets any single room more th an  twice in  a  24-hour period.

A DULT M O D ELIN G  STU D IO  - a  business which provides, for any form of 
compensation, m onetary or other consideration, h ire  or rew ard, figure models who, 
for the  purposes of sexual stim ulation of patrons, display "specified anatom ical 
areas" to be observed, sketched, photographed, pain ted  sculpted  or otherw ise 
depicted by persons paying such consideration. "Modeling studio" does not include 
schools m aintained p u rsu an t to standards set by th e  S ta te  B oard of Education. 
"Modeling studio" fu rther does not include a  studio or s im ilar facility owned, 
operated, or m aintained by an  individual a rtis t or group of a rtis ts , and  which does 
not provide, perm it, or m ake available "specified sexual activities."

A DULT M OTIO N  P IC T U R E  TH E A TER  - a building or portion thereof or area, 
open or-enclosed, used for the  presentation on m ore th a n  one-th ird  of the  days in  a 
calendar year during which motion picture films, video cassettes, cable television or 
any other such visual m edia are displayed or exhibited, of film s, video cassettes, 
cable television or other visual m edia which are distinguished or characterized by 
an  em phasis on m atte r depicting, describing, or re la tin g  to  "specified sexual 
activities" or "specified anatom ical areas" as here inafter defined for observation by 
patrons or customers. "Adult motion picture theater" does not include any room or 
suite  of rooms ren ted  for hum an  occupancy in  a hotel or m otel w hich is equipped or 
furn ished  w ith a  video cassette playing m achine or cab le television, unless such 
hotel or motel is determ ined to be an  "adult hotel/motel" as defined herein.

ADULT VISUAL M ATERIA LS O R  V ID EO  STO R E - a building or portion thereof 
used by an  establishm ent having not less th a n  30% of its  actual display  area  devoted 
to; or stock in  trade  for sale or ren ta l to the  public or any segm ent thereof consist of 
books, magazines, other publications, films, video cassettes, or any  combination 
thereof which are distinguished or characterized by th e ir  em phasis on m a tte r 
depicting, describing or re la ting  to "specified sexual activities" or "specified 
anatom ical areas" as here inafter defined.

A PPLIC A N T - a person who is required  to file an application for perm it under th is 
P art, including an  individual owner, m anaging partner, officer of a  corporation, or 
any other operator, m anager, employee, or agent of an  adu lt business.

BA R - any commercial establishm ent licensed by the  S ta te  L iquor Control Board to 
serve any alcoholic beverages on the  prem ises.
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D IS T IN G U IS H E D  O R  CH A RA CTERIZED  BY A N  EM PH A SIS  U P O N  - m eans 
or refer to the  dom inant or essential them e of the  object described by such phrase.

EM PL O Y E E - every owner, p a rtn e r, m anager, supervisor, perform er or other 
w orker, w hether paid or not, who renders services of any n a tu re  in  the  conduct of an 
adu lt business establishm ent. For purposes of th is  P art, it  shall be a rebu ttab le  
presum ption th a t every person who renders services of any n a tu re  in  the  conduct of 
an  adu lt business is an  employee of the  adu lt business.

E N T E R T A IN E R  - any person who is an  employee or independent contractor of the 
adu lt business, or any person who, w ith  or w ithout any com pensation or o ther form 
of consideration, performs live en terta inm en t for patrons of an  adu lt business.

O PE R A T E  A N  ADULT B U SIN E S S - the  supervising, m anaging, inspecting, 
directing, organizing, controlling or in  any way being responsible for or in  charge of 
the  conduct of activities of an  adult business or activities w ith in  an  adu lt business.

P E R M IT T E E  - the  person to whom an  adu lt business perm it is issued.

P E R S O N  - any individual, firm , association, partnersh ip , coparty, corporation, 
lim ited liability  corporation, jo int stock company, jo in t venture or com bination of the  
above in  w hatever form or character.

CO D E E N F O R C E M E N T  O F F IC E R  - the  person responsible for O rdinance 
enforcem ent functions w ith in  the  jurisdiction of the  Borough, including, bu t not 
lim ited to, responsibility for adm in istra tion  and enforcem ent of th e  provisions of 
th is  P art.

REG U LA R LY  FE A T U R E S - w ith  respect to an  adu lt business m eans a  regular, 
substan tia l course of conduct. The presentation , in  or a t any building or portion 
thereof, of live perform ances which are distinguished or characterized by an  
em phasis upon the  display of specified anatom ical areas or specified sexual activity 
on two or m ore occasions w ith in  a  30 day period; th ree  or m ore occasions w ith in  a 
60 day period; or four or more occasions w ith in  a  180 day period, shall to the  ex tent 
perm itted  by law be deemed to be a  regu lar and substan tia l course of conduct.

SEM I-N U D E - a  s ta te  of dress in  which clothing covers no m ore th a n  genitals, 
pubic region, buttocks, areola of th e  fem ale b reast, as well as portions of the  body 
covered by supporting straps or devices, such as by strings, pasties, thongs, bikinis, 
or o ther sim ilar forms of garm ents or devices.

S P E C IF IE D  ANATOM ICAL A REA S - m eans and includes any of the  following:

(1) Less th an  completely and  opaquely covered hum an  genitals, public 
region, buttocks and fem ale b reast below a point im m ediately above the  
top of the  areola.
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(2) H um an m ale genitals in  a  discernibly turgid state , even if  completely 
opaquely covered.

(3) Any device, costume or covering th a t  sim ulates any of the  body p art 
included in  subsections (1) or (2) above.

S P E C IF IE D  SEXUAL A C TIV IT IES - shall m ean and include any of the  following 
w hether perform ed directly or indirectly  th rough clothing or other coverings:

(1) H um an genitals in  a s ta te  of sexual stim ulation or arousal.

(2) Sexual acts, actual or sim ulated , including sexual intercourse, oral 
copulation or sodomy.

(3) Fondling or other erotic touching of hum an genitals, public region, 
buttocks or female breast.

(4) M asturbation, actual or sim ulated.

(5) Excretory functions as p a r t of or in  connection w ith  any of th e  other 
activities described in  th is  subsection

2. The foregoing definitions are  generic. The uses and businesses governed by 
subsection (1) include any o ther use or business, regardless of how nam ed or 
advertised, th a t  is of a character like or sim ilar to the  uses and businesses set forth 
in  subsection (1).

§13-103. E xclu d ed  A ctiv ities .

This P art does not apply to any of the  following activities:

A. Any activity conducted or sponsored by a  school district or o ther public agency; 
so long as such activity is being conducted as p a rt of and w ith in  the  scope of 
an  authorized and regu lar p a r t of the  curriculum  or is p a rt of a  tra in in g  or 
instructional program  being conducted by a  public agency.

B. Any activity conducted by a  person p u rsu an t to any license issued by the  sta te  
of Pennsylvania or any agency thereof charged w ith  the  responsibility of 
licensing, prescribing stan d ard s  for and  supervising such activity or profes­
sion, in  and  to the  extent th a t  such activity is conducted w ith in  the  course and 
scope of th e  exercise of the  privileges authorized by such license, or the  duties 
of such agency.
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§13-104. A dult B u s in ess  P erm it R equired.

1. I t shall be unlawful for any person to engage in, conduct, or carry a  perm it to  be 
engaged in, conducted or carried on, in  or upon any prem ises w ith in  the  Borough the  
operation of an adu lt business unless the  person first obtains and  continues to 
m ain ta in  in  full force and effect a perm it issued by th e  Code Enforcem ent Officer as 
required  by th is P art.

2. A perm it shall be issued to any applicant who has complied w ith  all the  following 
requirem ents:

A. The applicant has paid the  adult business application fee required  p u rsu an t 
to subsection (3).

B. The applicant has not m ade a m ateria l m issta tem en t in  the  application 
license.

C. The establishm ent, including the building and  lot or portion thereof w here 
establishm ent is or is proposed to be situa ted , and th e  physical facilities and 
m aintenance re lated  thereto, complies w ith  all building, fire, electrical, 
plumbing, health , zoning requirem ents of th is  code, all the requirem ents of 
th is Ordinance, and all s ta te  and federal req u irem en ts  of a  sim ilar n a tu re  
which are custom arily enforced by the  Borough, as determ ined p u rsu an t to one 
or more inspections conducted by investigating officials of the  Borough.

3. Each application for a  perm it shall be accompanied by a  non-refundable fee in  an  
am ount established by resolution of the Borough Council. The application fee shall 
be used to defray, in  part, adm inistrative costs incurred  in  the  processing of the  
application, and is not m ade in  lieu of any o ther fees or taxes required  under th is  
code.

§13-105. A p p lication  for  A dult B u sin ess  P erm it.

1. Any person who proposes to operate, m ain ta in  or conduct an  adu lt business in  th e  
Borough shall first subm it to the  Code Enforcem ent Officer a  complete application 
for an  adult business perm it on a form provided by th e  Borough containing the  
inform ation set fo rth  in  th is  Section, and paym ent of th e  required  Borough 
non-refundable application fee as established by reso lu tion  and am ended by the  
Borough Council from tim e to time. An application w hich is accompanied by the  
required  application fee shall not be deemed a  complete application.

2. If  the  applicant is an  individual, the individual shall s ta te  h is/her complete nam e, 
including any aliases, address, and subm it satisfactory  w ritten  proof th a t  he or she 
is a t least 18 years of age.
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3. If the applicant is a  partnersh ip , the  partners  shall s ta te  the  partner's  complete 
nam e, address, the  nam es of all partners, w hether the  partnersh ip  is general or 
lim ited, and a tta ch  a copy of the  partnersh ip  agreem ent, if  any.

4. If the applicant is a  corporation, the  corporation shall provide its  nam e, the  date  of 
its  incorporation, evidence th a t the  corporation is in  good standing  under the  laws 
of Pennsylvania, th e  nam es and capacity of all officers and directors, nam e of the  
registered corporate agent and the  address of the registered office for service of 
process.

5. If the  applicant is an  individual, he or she shall sign the  application. If the  applicant 
is other th an  an  individual, an  officer of the  business en tity  or an  individual w ith  a 
10% or g rea ter in te re st in  the  business en tity  shall sign the  application.

6. If the applicant in tends to operate the  adu lt business under a  nam e other th a n  th a t 
of the  applicant, the  applicant shall file the  fictitious nam e of the  adu lt business and 
show proof of reg istra tion  of the  fictitious name.

7. Each application shall contain:

A. A n arra tiv e  description of the  proposed adult business for which the perm it is 
requested, w hich shall include hours of operation, num ber of employees and 
description of titles  and/or positions.

B. A sketch or d iagram  showing the  in terior floor p lan  and configuration of the  
premises, depicting all in terio r rooms including restroom s, office space, storage 
areas, and  public areas, and dimensions. The sketch or d iagram  need not be 
professionally prepared, but shall be draw n to a  designated scale w ith m arked  
dim ensions of the  in terior of the  prem ises to an  accuracy of plus, or m inus 6 
inches.

C. A site p lan  showing the  lot or property on which the  adu lt business w ill be 
located, the  location of the  building or portion thereof in  which the  adu lt 
business will be located, the  num ber of available parking spaces, the location 
and type of available and  proposed lighting, landscaping, tra sh  enclosures, and 
all m eans of ingress and egress to and from th e  property. The site p lan  need 
not be professionally prepared, b u t shall be draw n to scale w ith  m arked  
dim ensions to an  accuracy of plus or m inus 1 foot.

D. The full nam e, address and telephone num ber of the  property owner and/or 
property m anagem ent company if  different from the  applicant, a  copy of the  
lease agreem ent in  effect a t the  tim e of the  application, and a copy of any other 
agreem ents, easem ents, conditions, covenants, restrictions or o ther such 
docum ents th a t  contain evidence affecting th e  use or operation of the  lot, 
property prem ises or struc tu res which will be subject to the  perm it for which 
the  application has been subm itted.

8. Each application shall also contain the  following inform ation about the  applicant:
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A. Full name, including any aliases, curren t residen tia l address, telephone 
num ber, date of b irth , social security num ber, and driver's license number.

B. The previous address of each applicant for a  period of th ree  years im m ediately 
prior to the  date of application and the  dates of residence on each.

C. W ritten  proof th a t the  applicant is a t least 18 years of age.

D. Applicant's height, weight, color of eyes and hair.

E. Business, occupation or employment h istory  of th e  applicant for 3 years 
im m ediately preceding the  date  of the  application.

F. Two recent passport-style color photographs.

9. Such other inform ation as m ay be deemed necessary by the  Director of Public Safety 
to secure the  foregoing inform ation.

10. An adult business estab lishm ent lawfully existing and operating on the  effective 
date of th is  P a rt shall apply for a perm it w ith in  90 days therefrom  and shall be 
allowed to continue operating during the  pendency of th e  application, provided they  
are otherwise in  compliance w ith  applicable provisions of th is  code.

11. Upon application of any adu lt business estab lishm ent not lawfully existing and 
operating on the  effective date  of th is  P art, a  tem porary  perm it not to exceed 30 days 
shall be issued im m ediately upon receipt of a  completed application. This perm it 
shall expire autom atically  a t the  end of the  30 day period unless extended by the  
Code Enforcement Officer.

§13-106. A pp lication  P ro cess in g .

1. Upon receipt of a  completed application and  paym ent of th e  application and perm it 
fees, the application shall be im m ediately stam ped as received by the  Code 
Enforcement Officer.

2. W ithin 30 days of receipt of the  completed application, the  Code Enforcem ent Officer 
or his designated official shall conduct and complete an  investigation of the  
information contained in  th e  application to determ ine w hether the  applicant shall 
be issued an  adult business perm it in  accordance w ith  the  provisions of th is P art and 
notify the  applicant as follows:

A. The Code Enforcem ent Officer shall w rite  or stam p "G ranted" or "Denied" on 
the application and date and sign such notation.
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B. If the application is denied, the  Code Enforcement Officer shall provide a 
sta tem en t of the  reasons for denial.

C. If the  application is granted, the  Code Enforcement Officer shall issue adu lt 
business perm it.

D. The application as granted or denied and the  perm it, if  any, shall be sen t by 
U nited S tates mail, first class postage prepaid, addressed to th e  applicant to 
th e  address s ta ted  in  the application.

3. The Code Enforcem ent Officer shall g ran t th e  application and issue a  business 
perm it upon finding th a t the proposed business m eets the locational and  zoning 
requirem ents of the  Borough and th a t the  applicant has m et all of the  developm ent 
and perform ance standards and requirem ents of th is  Part.

4. U pon notification th a t the  perm it has been granted  by the  Code Enforcem ent Officer, 
or if  the  directory fails to either g ran t to deny the  application w ith in  30 days of 
receipt of a completed application, the  applicant m ay begin operating as an  adu lt 
business pu rsu an t to the  term s and conditions of the  perm it. The perm ittee  shall 
post the  perm it conspicuously in the  prem ises of the  adult business establishm ent.

5. Each adu lt business perm it shall expire 1 year from the  date of issuance, and  m ay 
be renewed only by filing w ith the Code Enforcem ent Officer a w ritten  request for 
renew al, accompanied by the annual perm it fee and a  copy of the  perm it to be 
renewed. The request for renewal shall be m ade a t least 30 days before the  
expiration date of the  perm it. W hen m ade less th a n  30 days before the  expiration 
date, the  expiration of the  Perm it will not be stayed.

6. Each application for renew al shall be acted on as provided here in  for action upon 
applications for perm its.

§13-107. D en ia l o f  P erm it.

1. W ithin 30 days of receipt of a completed application, the  Code Enforcem ent Officer 
shall deny an  application for a perm it if  he or she m akes any of th e  following 
findings:

A. The lot or property on which the  adult business is or is proposed to be located 
does not comply w ith  the  locational or zoning requirem ents of the  Hulm eville 
Borough Zoning Ordinance [Chapter 27].

B. The establishm ent, including the  building or portion thereof w here th e  adu lt 
b u sin ess is  or is  proposed to be situ ated , and th e  p h ysica l fa c ilitie s  and  
m aintenance re la ted  thereto, fails to comply w ith  all applicable building, fire, 
electrical, plumbing, and health  requirem ents of th is code, all applicable s ta te
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and federal requirem ents of a  sim ilar n a tu re  which are  custom arily enforced 
by the  Borough, all applicable provisions of th is  P art.

C. The applicant, his or h e r employee, agent, partner, director, officer, share­
holder of m anager has knowingly m ade any false, m isleading or fraudulent 
s tatem ent of m ateria l fact in  the  application for an  adu lt business perm it.

D. The applicant, or any of th e  following persons, has had  a  license or perm it 
issued p u rsu an t to th is  P a rt revoked w ithin  1 year of the  date of the  applica­
tion:

(1) If the  applicant is a  corporation, any officer or director of the  corporation 
or any stockholder holding more th an  5% of th e  corporate stock of the 
applicant.

(2) If the  applicant is a  partnersh ip , any general or lim ited p artner or 
applicant.

(3) Any person currently  employed by or in  the  adu lt business establish­
m ent.

2. T ran sm itta l o f  D ecision . The perm it or decision to deny th e  application shall be 
given to the  applicant in  w riting, se ttin g  forth  specifically th e  ground or grounds 
upon which the  decision is based, th e  pertinen t code section or sections, and a brief 
sta tem en t of the  factual m atte rs  in  Support thereof. The decision shall be mailed, 
postage prepaid, addressed to th e  applicant a t th e  la s t known address of the 
applicant, or it m ay be personally delivered to the  applicant.

§13-108. A ppeal o f  D en ia l.

1. A ppeal to  B orou gh  C ouncil. W ithin  ten  days from the  deposit of the  denial in  the 
m ail or from its receipt by applicant, the  applicant m ay appeal in  w riting  to the 
Borough Council, se tting  fo rth  w ith  particu larity  the  ground or grounds for the 
appeal.

2. H earin g  on  A ppeal. The Borough Council or a Com m ittee of Council consisting of 
a t least 3 m em bers shall h ea r th e  appeal and shall set a tim e and  place for a  hearing 
on the  appeal not less th a n  10 days nor more th a n  30 days from the  date the  appeal 
received by the Borough.

B. The establishm ent, including the  building and lot or portion thereof w here the 
establishm ent is or is proposed to be situated , and  th e  physical facilities and 
m aintenance related thereto, fails to comply w ith  all applicable building, fire, 
electrical, plumbing, h ealth  and zoning requirem ents of th is  code, all 
applicable s ta te  and federal requirem ents of a  sim ilar n a tu re  w hich are 
custom arily enforced by the  Borough, and all provisions of th is  P art.

C. The perm ittee, employee, agent, partner, director, stockholder, or m anager of 
the  adult business has knowingly allowed or perm itted , and h as  failed to m ake 
a reasonable effort to prevent th e  occurrence of any of the  following on the 
premises of the  adult business establishm ent:

(1) Any act of unlawful sexual intercourse, sodomy, oral copulation, or 
m asturbation;

(2) The use of the establishm ent as a  place w here unlaw ful solicitation of 
sexual intercourse, sodomy, oral copulation or m astu rbation  openly 
occur.

(3) The occurrence of acts of lewdness, assignation or prostitu tion.
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(4) Any act constituting a violation of 18 Pa.C.S.A. §5903, re la ting  to the 
distribution of obscene and other sexual m ateria ls and perform ances.

(5) Any act constituting a violation of provisions re la ting  to obscene m a tte r 
or d istribution of harm ful m a tte r  to m inors.

(6) Any conduct constituting a  crim inal offense of which an  essential 
elem ent consists of the  use of force or violence.

(7) Any act constituting a  felony involving the  sale, use, possession, 
possession for sale of any controlled substance.

D. Failure to abide by any disciplinary action previously imposed by the 
appropriate Borough officer.

E. Failure to comply w ith  one or m ore of the  facilities and  operations requ ire ­
m ents set forth  in  §13-113.

F. The existence of the  condition of th e  prem ises as hazardous or unsafe for 
hum an  occupancy.

A. Each adu lt business establishm ent shall comply w ith  all building, fire, 
electrical plumbing, health  and zoning requirem ents of th is  code, all s ta te  and 
federal requirem ents of a  sim ilar n a tu re  which are custom arily enforced by the 
Borough, and all provisions of th is  Part;

B. No adu lt business shall be operated in  any m anner th a t perm its the observa­
tion of any m ateria l or activities depicting, describing or re la ting  to "specific 
sexual activities" or "specified anatom ical areas" from any public way or from 
any location outside the  building or area  of such establishm ent. This provision 
shall apply to any display, decoration, sign, show window or o ther opening. No 
exterior door or window on the  prem ises shall be propped or kept open a t any 
tim e while the  business is open, and any exterior windows shall be covered 
w ith  opaque covering a t all tim es.

C. All off-street park ing  area and prem ise en tries of the  adu lt business should be 
illum inated  from dusk to closing hours of operation w ith  a  lighting system  
which provides an  average m ain tained  horizontal illum ination of 1 foot candle 
of lighting on the  park ing  surface and/or walkways. The required  lighting level 
is established in  order to provide sufficient illum ination of th e  park ing  areas 
and walkways servicing the  sexually-oriented business for th e  personal safety 
of patrons and employees and  to reduce th e  incidence of vandalism  and 
crim inal conduct. The lighting shall be shown on the  required  sketch  or 
diagram  of the  prem ises.

D. The prem ises w ith in  which th e  adu lt business is located shall provide 
sufficient sound absorbing insulation  so th a t noise generated  inside the  
prem ises shall not be audible anyw here on any adjacent property or public 
right-of-way or w ith in  any o ther building or o ther separa te  unit w ith in  the 
sam e building.

E. W ith the  exception of adu lt cabarets, each adu lt business subject to th is  P a rt 
shall close and rem ain  closed from m idnight to  9:00 a.m. the  following day.

F. The building entrance to an  adu lt business shall be clearly and legibly posted 
w ith a notice indicating th a t persons under 18 years of age are  precluded from
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entering the  premises. The notice shall be constructed and posted to the  
satisfaction of the director of public safety or designee. No person under the  
age of 18 years shall be perm itted  w ith in  the  prem ises a t any time.

G. All indoor areas of the  adult business shall be physically arranged in  such a 
m anner th a t the  entire in terior portion of the  booths, rooms, cubicles or stalls 
w here adu lt en tertainm ent is provided shall be clearly  visible from the  
common areas of the prem ises, excluding restroom s. Restrooms m ay not 
contain video reproduction equipm ent.

H. Visibility into booths, cubicles, rooms or stalls  shall not be blocked or obscured 
by doors, curtains, partitions, drapes or any other obstruction w hatsoever.

I. No adult business shall contain partitions betw een subdivisions of a  room or 
portions or parts  of a  building, s tru c tu re  or prem ises w ith  an  apertu re  which 
is designed or constructed to facilitate sexual activ ity  betw een persons on 
either side of the  partitions.

J . No viewing room m ay be occupied by m ore th a n  one person a t any one tim e.

K. Custom ers, patrons or visitors shall not be allowed to s tan d  idly by or in  the  
vicinity of any such video booths, or from rem aining  in  the  common area  of 
such business, other th an  the  restroom s, who are  not actively engaged in  
shopping for or reviewing the  products available on display for purchaser 
viewing. Signs prohibiting loitering shall be posted in  prom inent places in  and 
near the  video booths.

L. The floors, seats, walls and o ther in terio r portions of all video booths shall be 
m ain tained  clean and free from  w aste and  bodily secretions. Presence of 
hum an excrem ent, urine, sem en or saliva in  any such booth shall be evidence 
of im proper m aintenance and inadequate san ita ry  controls; repeated  instances 
of such conditions m ay justify  suspension or revocation of the  owner and 
operator's license to conduct th e  adult-oriented estab lishm ent.

M. All areas of the  adu lt prem ises shall be equipped w ith  overhead lighting 
fixtures of sufficient in tensity  to illum inate  every place to which patrons are 
perm itted  access a t an  illum ination of not less th a n  1 foot candle as m easured 
a t the  floor level. It should be th e  duty  of th e  operator and  operator's agents 
to insure th a t the  illum ination required  by th is  subsection is m ain tained  a t all 
tim es th a t a patron  is p resen t on the  prem ises.

N. The adu lt business shall provide and  m ain ta in  sep ara te  restroom  facilities for 
m ale patrons and employees, and  female patrons and  employees. M ale patrons 
and employees shall be prohibited from using  the  restroom (s) for females, and  
female patrons and employees shall be prohibited from  using the  restroom (s) 
for m ales, except to carry out duties of repair, m ain tenance and cleaning of the  
restroom  facilities. The restroom s shall be free from  any adu lt m aterial. 
Restrooms shall not contain television m onitors or o ther motion picture or
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video projection, recording or reproduction equipm ent. The foregoing 
provisions of th is paragraph  shall not apply y to an adult business which deals 
exclusively w ith  sale or ren ta l of adult m aterial which is not used or 
consumed on the prem ises, such as an  adult bookstore or adu lt video store, 
and  which does not provide restroom  facilities to patrons or the  general public.

O. The following additional requirem ents shall perta in  to adu lt businesses 
providing, live entertainm ent depicting specified anatom ical areas or involving 
specified sexual activities:

(1) No person shall perform  live en tertainm ent for patrons of an  adult 
business except upon a  stage a t least 18 inches above th e  level of the 
floor which is separa ted  by a  distance of a t least 10 feet from  the  nearest 
area occupied by patrons, and no patron  shall be perm itted  w ith in  10 
feet of the stage while the  stage is occupied by an  en tertainer.

(2) The adu lt business shall provide separate  dressing room facilities for 
en tertainers which are exclusively dedicated to the  en terta iners ' use. No 
cam eras or o ther surveillance devices shall be installed  or m ain tained  
by the  adult business owner or operator in  the  dressing room facilities 
for the  purpose of broadcasting or projecting im ages for viewing by the 
patrons of the  establishm ent or for broadcasting or projecting images 
over the  In ternet.

(3) The adu lt business shall provide an  entrance/exit for en terta iners 
separate  from the  entrance/exit used by patrons.

(4) The adult business shall provide access for en terta iners  betw een the 
stage and th e  dressing rooms which is completely separa ted  from the  
patrons. If such separa te  access is not physically feasible, th e  adult 
business shall provide a  m inim um  3 foot wide w alk aisle for en terta iners  
between the  dressing room area and the  stage, w ith  a railing, fence or 
other barrie r separating  the patrons and the  en terta iners  capable of 
(and which actually  resu lts  in) preventing any physical contact betw een 
patrons and en tertainers.

(5) No en terta iner, e ither before, during or after perform ances, shall have 
physical contact w ith  any patron and no patron  shall have physical 
contact w ith any en te rta in er either before, during or a fter perform ances 
by such en terta in er This subsection shall only apply to physical contact 
on the  prem ises of the  adu lt business.

(6) Fixed rail(s) a t least 30 inches in  height shall be m ain tained  estab lish­
ing the  separations betw een en tertainers and patrons requ ired  by th is 
subsection.

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P. Adult businesses shall employ security  guards in  order to m ain tain  public 
peace and safety, based upon th e  following standards:

(1) Adult businesses fea tu ring  live en terta inm ent shall provide a t leas t one 
security guard a t all tim es while the  business is open. If  the  occupancy 
lim it of the prem ises is g rea ter th an  35 persons, an  additional security 
guard shall be on duty.

(2) Security guards for o ther adult businesses m ay be requ ired  if  it is 
determ ined by th e  Code Enforcem ent Officer th a t  th e ir  presence is 
necessary in  order to  prevent any of the  conduct listed  in  Section 10 
from occurring on th e  prem ises.

No person engaged in soliciting or peddling shall occupy any fixed location upon any of the  
streets  or alleys or sidewalks of the  Borough for the  purpose of soliciting or peddling w ith  
or w ithout any stand  or counter.

§13-210. D u tie s  and C om pensation  o f th e  S ecretary  o f  th e  B orou gh .

The Secretary of the  Borough shall keep a  record of all applications for licenses and of all 
licenses issued under th is P art and shall supervise the  activities of all holders of such 
licenses. The Secretary of the  Borough shall each m onth pay over to the  T reasu rer of the  
Borough all sum s collected by h er as license fees and shall m ake m onthly  report to the 
Council bo th  w ith  respect to the  num ber of licenses issued and the  am ount collected 
therefor. For th e  processing and issuance of licenses, the  Secretary  of th e  Borough shall 
be paid as compensation therefor by the  Borough, upon Borough W arran t, th e  sum  of $5 
for each license issued.

Entering  a private residence or place of business in  the  Borough of Hulm eville by a 
solicitor or peddler under false pretenses, for th e  purpose of selling or offering for sale or 
for soliciting orders for goods, w ares, m erchandise, contracts, or personal services; or 
rem aining in  a  private residence or the  prem ises thereof, or any place of business or on the  
prem ises thereof, after the  owner or occupant thereof shall have requested  any solicitor or 
peddler to leave; or going in  and upon the  prem ises of a p rivate residence, or place of 
business, by a solicitor or peddler for any such purposes, w hen th e  ow ner or occupant 
thereof has displayed a "No Soliciting" sign on such prem ises, is prohibited, and  is fu rth er 
declared to be a nuisance.

§ 13-212. S u sp en sion  o f  L icen se .

The Secretary is hereby authorized to suspend any license issued under th is  P a r t w hen he 
deems such suspension to be beneficial to th e  public health , safety  or m orals, or for
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violation of any of the  provisions of th is P art, or for giving false inform ation upon any 
application for a  license hereunder, or to prevent a  breach of the  public peace.

§13-213. P en a ltie s .

Any person who shall violate any provision of th is  P a rt shall, upon conviction thereof, be 
sentenced to pay a  fine not exceeding $600 and costs, or in  default of paym ent thereof, 
shall be subject to im prisonm ent for a term  not to exceed 30 days. Each day th a t a violation 
of th is P a rt continues shall constitute a  separate  offense.
